3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior fails to teach and or suggest a solar still which is a specific ingredient 
dissolved liquid condensing apparatus for concentrating a specific ingredient which is 
dissolved in the liquid comprising a n upper tank, a lower tank provided under the upper 
tank, the upper tank being provided with a liquid falling opening and valve for falling a 
specific ingredient dissolved liquid in the upper tank to the lower tank, a circulator for 
circulating the specific ingredient dissolved liquid in the upper tank, and a transfer 
means for transferring the specific ingredient dissolved liquid in the lower tank into the 
upper tank wherein the upper tank is open to the atmosphere so that the specific 
ingredient dissolved liquid in the upper tank can be subjected to evaporation by the sun. 
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The construction and arrangement of the tanks along with is cooperative associative 
elements have not been taught singularly or in combination by the prior art.

In 
contradistinction, the instant invention, includes an upper tank and lower tank, transfer 
means for transferring the specific ingredient dissolved liquid in the lower tank into the 
upper tank, wherein the upper tank is open to the atmosphere exposed to the sun 
wherein the heat from the sun is concentrates the fluid in the upper tank.
